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Applicant's method, apparati and system claims are so related so as to prevent patentably 
distinct inventions. For example, use of "[a] device for storing a trailer hitch apparatus," as 
claimed in Group I under the restriction requirement, would infringe the "method for storing 
a trailer hitch apparatus," as claimed in Group II under the restriction requirement.^ 
Similarly, the storage compartment apparatus claim would infringe the method claim."^ 
Because the inventions are not patentably distinct, Applicant contends that a restriction 


requirement is improper. 


Conclusion 

For the foregoing reasons, Applicant respectfully requests that Examiner reconsiders and 
withdraws the restriction requirement.
